powers of local self-government. — 

All the big guns in the house took part 
in the discussion. The alignment on the 
liquor question was made without regard 
to party affiliations. Representative

Representative Underwood, the Demo- 

cratie leader, stood shoulder to shoulder 

im opposing the resolution. On the other 

‘hand, such Republican leaders as Repre - 

- gentatives Campbell of Kansas and Mon- 
dell of Wyoming spoke for prohibition. 


Copley Explains Attitude. 
Representative Copley of lilinois point- 
ed out that if the thirteen states having 
the smallest population should refuse to 
adopt the amendment it would mean that 
„ 4,500,000 people could nullify the wishes of 
57.000.000. If the thirty-six smallest states 
should ratify the amendment 41,000,000 
people would force their wishes upon 51,- 
(06,000. However, said Mr. Copley, the 
chances are ratification of the amendment 
hy three-fourths of the states would prove 
to represent the views of the vast major - 
ity of the people. 
The congressman said that if national 
- prohibition were adopted it would be nec- 
essary for the federal government and the 
states to raise $500,000,000 of revenue in 
some way other than a tax upon liquor. 
This would mean that the average fam - 
ily must be prepared to pay over $25 a 
- yeer to replace the revenue now drawn 
from these sources. 


Could Not Enforce Law. 

I do not see, concluded Mr. Copley, 
ho even the entire standing army of 
the United States with its present pro- 
- portions could enforce such a law in all 
the great Cities of this country at the same 
time, and yet a sufficient number of our 
states already have declared for state- 
wide prohibition to warrant the presump- 
tion that a very eonsiderable percentage |

Underwood Urges Decision.

Mr, Underwood made it clear that the 
Democratic leadership in the house wes 
in favor of meeting the issue with a vote. 

This is not a temperance question,” 

ald he. “It never has been. Prohibi- 

ton has not produced temperance in the 
lands where it has been tried. I regard 
this question as an attack on the funda- 
mental principles or our government. If 
it is allowed to go on, without being met, 
it will mislead many of the people. If 
allowed to proceed without being com- 
bated, the day may come when it may be 
a serious menace to the principles of gov- 
ernment which you and I believe in. 
When the time comes to face a great ques- 
tion, there is only one way to face it. 
That is in the open. You cannot push it 
aside. 

“If you are right, you should have the 
courage of your convictions and stand for 
the right. Therefore, I say to the mem- 
bers who, Uke myself, are opposed to this 
resolution, it is not only your right but | 
your duty to face this question in the open | 
and give the reasons why we believe it 
should not be written into the fenda- 
mental law of the land.“ 


Hobson Opens Real Battle. 
The debate on the rule had been a run- 
ming desuitory fire, but with considera- 
ton of the resolution itself the heavy 
artillery wae unlimbered. Mr. Hobson 
led off with an earnest and dramatic de- 
mand for its passage. He declared a state 
had a right to be dry.“ that the liquor 
business was an “ interstate nuisance,” 
and that there had never been a serious 
conflict between federal and state laws 
for protection of the morals & the peo- 
be.

Says Kansas Law ‘Succeeds. 
Representative Connolly supported the 
amendment, declaring prohibition had 
been a success in Kansas and Repre- 
sentative Morgan of Oklahoma also sup- 
ported it referring to prohibition in his 
state.

“there has grown up in this republic a 
faction, which, clothed in the white robe 
of temperance—for all men believe in tem- 
perance—would tear down the fabric of 
this government and remove the founda- 
tion stones of our national existence.” 
Mr. Underwood declared prohibition 
would cost $325,000,000 in lost revenue 
and said that in Georgia, with statewide 
prohibition, there was as much liquor 
consumed as in Alabama. 
* Bootlegging, they say, is the greatest 
evil of the liquor traffic,” he declared. 
“In prohibition Georgia there were 800 
cages of bootlegging last year; in non- 
prohibition Alabama only 300. Prohibi- 
tion does not prohibit.” 


Georgia Defended by Adamson. 

Representative Adamson of Georgia re- 
plied to Mr. Underwood. It might be 
there were more convictions: in Georgia 
than in Alabama, he said, and if so it was 
because Georgia voted for prohibition and 
enforced the law.

THE PURPOSES OF FRANCE. 
The French premier's statement before the cham- 
ber of deputies is one of the most significant utter- 


in the light of the studied moderation which has 
characterized the official declarations of the French 
government since the war began. There has been a 
striking departure in this respect from the traditional 
florid rhetoric of imperial and military France, from 
the heroics of Napoleon the Great and Nupoleon the 
Little, and from what Anglo-Saxons expect from the 
Latin. No commander has less of the Gascon than 
Joffre, and the reports of the French war office have 
had little more color than a catalogue. There have 
been few facts of the war more impressive than the 
quiet with which the French have met their crisis, 
keeping their nerve under the staggering blows deliv- 
ered upon them by the world’s greatest war machine, 
giving way without rout, fighting doggedly, keeping 
their confidence intact, their eyes on ultimate conse- 
quences, not often on showy, immediate results. 
Premier Viviani’s words thus gain a weight which 
might not have been felt in them before France had 
revealed her new mood of determined reticence. Un- 
questionably he spoke the solemp and considered pur- 
pose of the French government —hen he said: 
“France, acting in accord with her allies, will not 
sheathe her arms until after taking vengeance for 
outraged right; until she has united for all time to 
the French fatherland the provinces ravished from 


of her material life and her political independence, 


the end that it be possible to reconstruct on a bas 
of justice a Europe regenerated.” 

This is the “utterance of a practical statesman 
outlining what are at this time the purposes of the 
French government. It should be read and pondered 
especially by those amiable friends of peace in Amer- 
ica who urge that we do something about the war, 


that we begin at once to disarm and to arrange a 
federation of the world which shall inaugurate per- 
petual peace. There is no hint of this in Premier 


that Alsace and Lorraine are to be taken back, and 
there is no suggestion that a plebiscite will be 
granted to ascertain whether the Alsatians and Lor- 
rainers of this day wish to join France or remain in 
Germany, Prussianized or un-Prussianized. The ref- 
erence to the crushing of Prussian militarism and 
the reconstruction on a basis ef justice of Europe re- 
generated can hardly fail to be read with reference 
to this omission and the expression of a determina-

ment, at least, is moved by emotions, motives, and 
ambitions that are human and familiar in the his- 
tory of men and nations, rather than utopian and 
millennial. ee

But. according to 
legend and tradition, it was given to one 
of the ancestors of Sir Richard Mus- 
grave by the fairies, While he was drink- 
ing at St. Cuthbert's well which its st- 
uated within the park of Eden hall. 

The fortunes of the owners of Eden hall 
are asserted to depend upon the talisman 
being kept unharmed, the old distich 
about the matter being as follows: 

“If e’er that cup should break or fall, 

Farewell the luck of Eden hall!” 

No fall has broken it as yet. although 
it had a narrow escape when it s!'pped 
from the hands of Philip. Duke of Whar- 
ton, president of the famous Hell Fire 
club and the leading profi gate of his 
day. towards the middle of the eighteenth 
century. 

He let it slip from his hands and it was 
caught In the act of falling and in the 
most deft manner by the watchful old 
butler of the Mureraves. 

It was not a Musgrave to whom the 
“luck of Eden hall” was given by the 
fairies, but the or'ginal owner of Eden 
hall, a knight of the name of Fitzweene. 

From ‘him Eden hall and its luck 
passed through h’e daughter's marriage 
to the Turpe family; from them in the 
sa way to the Stapletons, and finally 
the Musgraves when Sir Thomas Mus- 
grave married Joan Stapleton in the 
reign of King James I.

The Musgraves, like so many other 
members of the English titled and un- 
titled aristocracy, claim descent from 
one of the companions of William the 
Conqueror. who obtained a grant of lands 
in Westmoreland. includ ng the village of 
Margrave, from which his descendants 
took their name. 

Sir Thomas de Musgrave was one of the 
principal military leaders in the reign 
of Edward III. and was summoned by 
him to parliament as a baron in 1380. 

The baronetcy was one of the earliest 


lereated by James I., and Sir Philip Mus- 


grave, the second baronet, was one of the 
most gallant adherents of Charles I. and 
Charles II., ade Sting the heroic Countess 
of Derby in the aplendid defense of the 
Isle of Man, 

After the restoration he was raised by 
Charles II. to the peerage, as Lord Mus- 
grave of Hartley castle. but was so in- 
different to the honor that he never took 
the trouble to secure the patent from the 
crown, being perfectly content with his 
baronetcy, as his descendants have been 
ever since,

The celery 
may be cooked in any meat stock or en- 
tirely without it, in which case it is not 
properly ‘‘au jus.” Take off the outer 
stems of the stalks, unless they are per- 
fect; cut off the tops within five or six 
inches of the root; pare the root and split 
each stalk if you wish to make it go as 
far as possible. If the outer stems are 
not too coarse, and are not weathered, 
they may well be left on, out it will take 
a little longer to cook them than to cook 
the tender hcarts. Wash thoroughly—a 
brush may be heeded to reach in between 
the stems without breaking them off the 
root—and place in the bottom of a kettle 
(a broad Bottom aiuminum kettle Is 
best), with several small onions.

submitted a proposal for an amendment 
to the Sherman anti-trust law. He spoke 
op “ Fedefal Anti-Trust Legisiation.” 
The Sherman act at present contains no 
definite principle covering’ the éxtent of 
combination allowed under the law, and 
the fact has resulted’ in gréat confusion 


trade which is detrimental to the public 
welfare. The presumption is what any 
restraint of trade is 

President Van Hise said the burden of 
proof should be on the industries to clear 
themselves of charges of combining iu 
an unlawful fashion, but that the corpo- 
rations should be given a chance to clear 
themselves before being destroyed. 

In the majority of discussions the mag- 
nitude of a business is considered az 
synonymous with monopoly. in the opin- 
ion of the edutator. Dr. Van Hise held 
that most big organizations were not 
monopolies, and stated that concentra- 
tion in business is an indication of prog- 


ress. ’ 

“ Combination is the result of the de- 
velopment of transportation and instant 
communication,” he said. The tendency 
for coUperation in the twentieth century 
is much stronger than competition was 
formerly. Competition will never be re- 
stored in that sense where it is sufficient 
to cantrot prices. .

The Illinois Trust 
is the last of important Chicago banks to 
deviate from the field of purely collateral 
loans and invest in the notes of commer- 


cial concerns. 

It has not been generally known that 
the bank had found that commercial pa- 
per has at times some advantages over 
collateral loans, the principal one being 
” that when the notes fall due the personal 
equation is eliminated and the maker of 
the note pays the obligation without par- 
ley or asking for an extension of credit. 
The Illinois Trust has always been known 
as a purely collateral loan bank, and 
while it is almost wholly such still, it has 
nevertheless become a buyer of paper. 


Northern Trust Also Changed. 

The Northern ‘Trust company adhered 
for a number of years to strictly collat- 
eral loans, but a year or two before the 
death of the late president, Byron L. 
Smith, the bank began buying brokers’ 
paper with highly satisfactory results. 
The Northern Trust when it entered the 
commercial paper field left only one bank 
in Chicago that did not make loans on 
notes not secured by collateral. Now the 
Uunols Trust has fallen in line, all the 
banks of Chicago do a more or less com- 
mercial paper business. 

“ We do not buy a great deal of paper.“ 
gaid John J, Mitchell, president of the 
Tilinois Trust, but we have found It ad- 
vantageous to make such purchases. Our 
buying is confined to maturities that fit in 
between maturing dates of collateral 
loans.
